DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant claims 
are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a positive active 
material for a rechargeable lithium battery comprising: a lithiated compound core' and at least 
two different oxide layers formed on the core, wherein the oxides are selected from Mg, Al, 
"Co, K, Na, Ca, Si, Ti, Sn, V, Ge, Ga, B, As and Zr. 

The prior art, such as Amatucci U.S. Patent 5,705,291, teaches a lithiated core 
compound of LiMn204, coated with B2O3 or AI2O3. However, the reference is silent to the 
LiMn204 being coated with two different oxide layers. Therefore, the instant claims are 
patentably distinct from Amatucci.
